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REMARKS 



Applicants note that the discussion of the allowable subject matter appearing in the 
Notice of Allowability dated November 27, 2009 includes an examiner's statement of the 
reasons for allowance. In his statement, the examiner discusses one of the cited references, 
specifically the cited reference to Hessmer et al., U.S. Publication No. 2002/01 12044 to Hessmer 
et al. ("Hessmer"), U.S. Publication No. 2004/0019639 to E et al. ("E"), and U.S. Publication 
No. 2002/0091819 to Melchione et al. ("Melchione"). To the extent that anything in the 
examiner's statement is interpreted as a characterization of Hessmer, E, and Melchione, or of any 
other art of record, or a characterization of Applicants' claims, Applicants do not concede to such 
interpretations, and reserve the right to challenge such interpretations. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the file wrapper of the case sets forth the discussion 
of claims and references leading up to allowance of the claims, and sets forth the features relied 
upon for patentability over the cited references. The discussion in the examiner's statement 
should be interpreted as consistent with the case history, and not as changing or adding to the 
substantive discussion of the file wrapper. 
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
